Further  Probe  Of  Sawchuk  Operation 


Town  Counsel  J.  Blake  Thaxter 
ruled  last  week  that  the  special 
municipal  employe  status  designated 
to  many  town  officials  in  1962  should 
remain  in  effect.  Selectmen  had  ques- 
tioned the  applicability  of  that  status 
today  and  asked  for  the  ruling. 

Thaxter  said  in  a letter  to  Selectmen 
that  the  special  status  was  made  by  the 
then  board  to  maintain  some  unifor- 
mity with  other  towns.  "In  my  opinion 
it  would  be  inappropriate  to  now 
change  the  designations,"  he  said. 

Prior  to  the  action  being  taken  by 
the  then  Selectmen,  Thaxter  explain- 
ed, many  meetings  were  held  by  the 
state  Town  Counsel  Association  and 
determined  which  boards  would  be 
special  and  which  would  not.  Special 
municipal  status  exempts  town  em- 
ployes from  certain  sections  of  the 
conflict  of  interest  law. 

It  was  agreed  by  the  town  counsels,

Seventy-nine  Atlantic  Trust  deve- 
lopers are  seeking  the  final  approval  to 
install  a multiple  disposal  system  — 
the  first  of  its  kind  in  Cohasset  — at 
their  breathtaking  18-acre  property 
overlooking  Sandy  Cove.

Since  plans  to  develop  the  former 
Elizabeth  Bigelow  Estate  were  first 
submitted  in  October  1978,  permission 
from  the  Planning  Board  to  subdivide 
and  approval  from  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  the  Conservation  Commis* 
sion  and  the  state  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering  to 
install  a new  water  main,  two  fire 
hydrants,  gas  service  and  resurface 


the  existing  driveway  came  rather 
easily. 

However,  the  multiple  "cluster” 
disposal  system  to  be  constructed  in 
the  flood  plain  and  watershed  protec- 
tion district  raised  various  new  ques- 
tions for  the  Board  of  Appeals  to 
consider.  Again  the  Conservation 
Commission,  the  Board  of  Health  and
